POSSIBLE DIRE CALAMITY. 



Grand Trunk Workshops in Montreal 
Closed ou Acconat of the 
Coal Strike. 



The Amerloah Miners Hare Eesolved 
to Continue the Fight— General 
Aspect Threatening. 



MoNTrifeax, May 19 —(Special)— For the 
first time in tho history of the Grand Trunk 
railway, all of its shops and machinery aro 
idle and 1,200 moohanics employed by the 
coniptiny in thia oity alone are miking the 
streets with nothing to do. There is not 
liknly to be a change for the better until a 
settlement of the coal mines strike in the 
States has been reachod. General Manager 
Sergeant says that when tho strike 
wag inau);urated his company had 
about the average atook of coal on hand, 
and had been drawing ou it ever since. 
' Tho pressure in the United States became 
BO pronounced," he said, "that we found it 
impoBsiblo to get our coal from the minea, it 
being oonQscited en route by tho Ainorioan 
roads. By practicing the[BCiicte.st economy 
our road will bo able to cirry ou troliio 
operations for a month or live weeks. The 
closing down cf our shops and other curtail- 
ments was aiinply a quoaliou of prudence in 
the face of a jioaaible dire calamity." 

Ci.KVi;i,.\.Ni), May 19 — Tho miners have 
decided to continue tho fight until the oper- 
ators restore the old scila. President Mc- 
Brido urged tho delegates to uso only peace- 
able ineana. Whilo the minors seem dotor- 
mintd, it is believed that the leaders realize 
the oJiis againat them. They will attoinp!; 
to organi'io tho districts of Illinois, VYeot 
Virginia and Pennsylvania, whtre the men 
aro still working, and got them out. 

PiTTsmriKi, May 19 —Tho authorities of 
Allcgheuy City are preparing for trouble in 
the miners' strike. Since the return of the 
operators from Cleveland sentiment has 
been growing in favor of an attempt to break 
tho strike, and it is possible that within the 
next few days a decision will bo arrived at 
to start. Shorifl Riohardaou has purobaoed 
sixty repeating shotguns and has 
stocked away about SCO revolversj with 
plenty of ammunition for both. Arrange- 
ments have also bean made whereby 200 or 
,'iOO deputies can be had at short notice. 
0«-ing to tbe ooal strike tbe Pit'tabarg Wire 
Works at Braddook have closed down, 
throwing 460 men out of woik. Farnaccs 
H, I and B, ot the Cilrnegie plant, have been 
blown out. About 550 men are thus idle. 
The lack of coal also closed down the Du- 
qucsne forgo at Rankin and 200 men are 
idle. Tho Pittsburg railroad ooal operitors 
who attended tho Cleveland convention have 
returned in belligeiont humor, and it is 
likely that the coal strike will bo prosecuted 
to the end. A special meeting of all the 
railroad operators in this district will be 
held on Monday, when tbe policy of all will 
bo determined. 

RosLYN, May 19. —The executive com- 
mittee appointed by the Roslyn minora now 
out havo determined to organizo tho local 
camp under the rules and regulations of the 
United Mine Workers of America. It was 
also decided to sond a committee among tho 
coal miners in the Sound country with tho 
view of pereuading them to organizo on tho 
same basis. It is hoped to influence tho 
miners at Wilkcson and other points to 
mine no fuel for the oars of the Northern 
Pacific divisions usually supplied by tbe 
Roslyn mines, pending a settlement of the 
trouble here. 

St. Lodis, May 19 — Tho striking coal 
miners have gained an important point by 
causing tbe abandonment ot work in sev^eral 
mines at Belleville, III., operated by tbe 
owners, which supplied local manufacturers. 
Tho striking miners at Coultersville, 111., by 
throats, firing pistols and beating miners 
severely, frighceDed off the few men who 
went to work. At Gillespie, 111., the miners 
returned to work on Thursday and strikers 
from Mount Olive went over to drive them 
out, . The coal company was advised in 
time and warned tbe men not to work. 

Wll.KESBAURH, May 19. — An armed 
guard has been placed around tho Keystone 
mine at Parsons, ten miles from thia place, 
where a strike is in progress. The strikers 
have out the telephone wires to tbe oity and 
trouble is feared.

Au Enthusiastic Meetiiig: of Goveni- 
meut Supporters Eudorses Mr. 
Punch's Nomination.

Nhw Wmtminsteu, May 19' — The Delta 
convention of Oovernment supporters con. 
venod at ten o'olook this morning. Tho 
convention was composed of 53 dolrgatcs, 
two of whom did not ait on account of some 
tocbnioal imperfeotioua in their crcdentiala, 
Each delegate was supposed to represent ton 
votes at least. The oonvention adjourned 
until .half-past one o'olook beoanse it was 
known that -the Premier, Hon. Theodore 
Davio, was exp'eotod to bo present. At tho 
latter hour, tho convention was called to 
order by tho Chairman, Mr. Kirkland. Tho 
largo school house waa crowded by upwards 
of hundred enthusiastic supporters 
tho Govornmont. It took two hours 
time to examine tho orcdontiula, after which 
tho chairman declared the mooting open for 
nominations. Before tho nominations wore 
begun tho Promior was called upon for a few 
remarks. Ho cungratulatod tho party upon 
the very largo turnout, and desired to im- 
preas upon their minds that ho favored tho 
nomination of nn special candidate, but do- 
clared himself to bo porfooily satisfied with 
anyone that might bo nominutod. 

Tho nominees wore : Messrs. Jamca Punch, 
M.P.P.; W. H, Ladnor ond H. D. Benson. 
Atter the nominations had boon mado, ballot- 
ting was declared to be in order. Tho ballot- 
ing continued for about an hour. Notwith- 
standing the faot that there iwas only one 
ballot taken, tho vote stood i Jatnes Panoli, 
3Q ; H. Benson, 8 ; and W. H. Ladner, 7 
votes. .The result of tbo ballot 'was re- 
oeived witli loud obeering, after whioh-Mr, 



Benson moved tnat the nomination be made 
unanimous, whioh motion having boen 
seconded by Mr. Ladner.wus paesed amid 
great enthusiasm without one dissenting 
voics or vote. After the nomination Mr 
Punch briefly returned thanks for his 
nomination, and trusted that he would be 
able, if elected, to represent them faithfully 
and aatisfactorily. 

Tho Premier was then called and con- 
gratulated the meeting upon the unanimity 
of feeling and the continued disregard of 
selt whioh had characterized the actions of 
all tho candidates; also calling attention to 
tho faot that tho votes of those present rep- 
resented a largo majority of tho votes of 
the riding and assured them of tho trium- 
phant victory of tho party at tho election. 
Ho exhorted them, however, to spare no 
effort toward success, so that tho riding 
might partake in tho triumph and victory of 
the party throughout tho whole Province.

WORST OF THE SEASON, 



Chicago's Water Front the Scene of 
a Terrible Storm— Many 
Lives Lost. 



Numerous Vessels Founder in Sigrht 
of Thousands of Horror- 
stricken Spectators. 



CiilCAOO, May 19 — For several hours 
yesterday morning a dozen fishermen, who 
had gone out to the government pier, liad to 
cling to tho piles opposite Park Row. 
While lha anxious wa'ehera on shore ap- 
plauded tbo efforts of tho lifo-saving crew to 
rescue them from their poriloua position. 
Many a time it seemed as if tho huge waves 
might Bweep the exhausted men into the 
lake. Shortly before noon, a long surf boat 
manned by tho Hyde Park crow, 
succeeded in roucliing the pier and the 
heroic work of rescue waa begun. One 
corpse waa carried back to tho lifo-saving 
station, ono of tho men having succumbed 
to long exposure. His eleven companions 
were little more than alive. Several of tho 
rescued men were so severely bruised and 
otherwise injured that their lives hang by 
slendsr threads. The storm raged all the 
day on Lake Michigan, and grave fears were 
entertained for tho safety of tho craft. 
Half a dozen schooners and smaller crafts 
foundered off this city during tho day, and 
a score or more were dismantled and stove 
It has been a great day of heroic effort 
and great suffering for tbe life-saving crews 
scattered along tbe shore. The peril of 
those on board the tbfrty or more vessels 
outside the harbor whioh were pulling at 
their anchors and in imminent danger of 
being pounded to pieces, was terrible. 
Tho three-masted schooner Evening Star, of 
this city, parted her chains and came for the 
bhoro like a rocket. They woro literally 
battered to pieces against the heavy piling, 
but tho life-saving crows auooeoded in rescu- 
ing tho oailors. Tho John Loomis met a 
similar fate to the Evening Star. The life- 
saving crew was busy a mile awoy and oould 
render uo asaistanco, and the thousands of 
spectators who thronged tho shore stood 
horror alrioken gazing at tho half-frozen 
Bailors, six in nutnbor, together v/ith Capt 
Warner, who woro one by ono washed over- 
board and parished. Forty lives were saved 
by tho crews of tho life-saving boats and tho 
tugs of the Chicago companies during the 
day.

POLITICH IN VANCOUVEll. 



Large aud Rousing: Gathering of 
Friends of (he Ministry at the 
Terminal City. 



Public Questions Discussed by Candi- 
dates and Others-^Most £u- 
conragingr Frospeiets- 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
Vancouver, May 19. — A very large num- 
ber of citizens attended the usual Saturday 
night meeting of the Government support- 
ers. A warmly worded resolution of thanks 
was nnanimonsly passed to Mr. Home fer 
his faithful stewardfibip^as representative of 
Vaheottver for the p^st four years. The 
able address of Chairman Oppenheimor 
chitfly dealt with tho Nakuep i Slocan in- 
vestigation and tho complete and over- 
whelming discomfiture of the Government 
slanderers. 

Mr. Tatlow was enthnsiastioally applaud- 
ed. He said he was weary of dwelling on 
the same subjoot so repeatedly, and now 
that tho Nakusp & Sioosn railway matter 
had been swept away he oould not even talk 
about that, for not even tbo slightest vest- 
igo of a charge of orookedness remained 
against the gentlemen wielding tbe destinies 
of the Province. We oonid not have a per- 
fect government. Every government made 
mistakes, but ho would say that the 
present Government had done very 
great things in tho development of 
tho country. Tho railroad policy of 
the Davie and Robaon administrations was 
oxbaustivoly handled, showirg the wisdom 
of tho Government in opening up tho coun- 
try by aiding tho Shuswap & Okanagan, 
Columbia & Kootcnay, Nelaou & Fort Shop- 
pard, and lost, hue not least, tho Naksup 
& Slocan railways. Mr. Cotton was, he 
said, tho recognized leader of tho Opposi- 
tion. It WAS for them to say whether they 
would have Mr. Cotton or Premier Davie. 
But the Government would be returned to 
power. (Prolonged cheers. ) 

Mr. Anderson was loudly cheered. He 
said that if he did not say a word the News- 
Advertiser would make up a speech for him. 
(Laughter.) Tiiat's what it/ did the other 
night. They had a great long speech of 
which he never said a word, and they said 
also that his friend Davie bad helped bis 
partners, McLean Bros., to mulct Richmond 
for a large amount. The facta were 
that Mr. Davie had nothing whatever 
do with tbe transaction, which 
was fairly and. regularly settled, and in the 
private bUls oofflttiitee whioh dealt with 
the question there were three Oppoiition 
and two Government members. Farther, 
the McLean Bros, were not his partneirs 
then, but they were now, and, he continued, 
"I am glad of it. I'd rather have them for 
partners than Cotton, don't yott kmvi, and 
we have spent in Vancouver and Its-violnity 
$2ijO,000." Hejast wanted to tooob on a 
point in the recent investigation. President 
Van Home said on oath that he would not 
like to risk building the Nakuep k Slocan 
road for $1'7,500, and he was the greatest 
authority on the continent.

Importance of tho luduitry to the rrovlncc— 
The High Value of the Native 
Product. 

(From tho Weatorn World, WinnlpcK.) 
Tho ahipmenta of Britiah Columbia hops 
to England during the past season have 
proved very aatistaotory. Messrs. Norman 
& Co., a leading produoo firm in London, 
any that subject to their flavor, which ia 
similar' to East Kenta, being maintained, 
they are to be preferred to any that are im- 
ported and would carry all before them. 
The maintenance of this quality is of the 
utmost ipiportance to the bop industry of 
the Pacific Province and on its being aucceaa- 
fully kept up depends tho future of the 
trade. Methods of cultivation are, of 
course, of considorablo importance, but 
tho chief thing ia the drying of the hopa 
after they aro picked. Firat in im- 
portance ia the constructiou of suitable kilno 
or oast houses, then tho ompleyment of ex- 
perienced dryers. Incompetent dryers may 
at tho outsot give British Columbi.i hops a 
bad name in England from which it will 
take them years to recover, and tho editor, 
who apent his early days in tho hop dia- 
triota of Herefordshire and Kent, and who 
kuowa whereof he epeaka on thia matter, 
would urge the importation of dryora, if 
neceaaary, from England. British Columbia 
bop growers will make a groat miatako if 
they go south of the international boundary 
for points on hop drying. California hopa, 
as is well known, liave an unsatisfactory 
flavor, as they eannot bo brewed alone, but 
have to be blended with other growths. 
There ia every reason to believe that Britiah 
Columbia can produce hopa of satisfactory 
flavor, which should fetch much larger 
prices in England than Californiana.

A SERIOUS OFFENOB. 

How is ]t that the News-Advertiaer has 
said nothing in explanation or extenaation 
of the forgery it cooimitted on Sunday last ? 
The offence is a very serious one. This is 
how it was committed. Commenting upon 
a statement made by the Attorney-Gooorai 
at one of the eittin£;s of the Royal Commis- 
sion that a nrarraat for an open amoant had 
bean passed for the expenses of the Commis- 
sion, our contemporary proceeded to say : 

Notv people will, be glad if Mr. Davie will 
explain what 'has caused the oomplete 
obttDge of front on the part of the Govern- 
ment in respect to this matter ? Turui)if/ 
lo ike report of the proceedings of Uv 
HoxLM, when the propofal of the Royal 
Commission was under discus'iioD, wo tiud 
thdt in answer to a ciuiation from tho Oppo- 
sition aa to whether any funda would he pro- 
vided for tho neceeaary cxpeneea for counao! 
and witneaaea ntlior than tlioao for the de- 
fence of the (lovernnnent, Mr. Davio re- 
plied, " not ona dollar," and ho then pro- 
ceeded to ridicule the sugcjestion. 

Tho italics aro ours. The editor of tho 
AdvertiatT could not have found the words 
which ho places within quotation murks in 
the report of the proceedings of the House, 
for the very good and snfSoient reason that 
they are not. there. Now, as tho editor of 
the News-Advertiser well knows, placing 
words within quotation marks that were 
never said or aro not contained in 
the document purported to be quoted 
from, is neither more nor leas 
than forgery. The words are not in any 
report of the proceedings of the House, and 
they were never uttered. Tho Advertiser 
said what was not true when it led ita read- 
ers to beliovo tliiit the words wore to be found 
in such a report, and it committed a forgery 
when it placed the words of its own inditing 
within quotation marlcs. 

OANADA'S MISSION. 

The attention of the people of Groat 
Britain has of late years been directed in a 
peculiar manner to the growth and develop- 
ment of Canada. V\'e are not aurpriaed to 
liad that thinliing men in that country are 
becoming deeply iutero8.ted iu tho protjrefla 
made by this young community in self-gov- 
ernment and in the arts and industries 
which make for social advancement and ma- 
terial prosperity. Canadians aro really 
ICugliehmon, Scotchmen, Iriahmen and 
Frenchmen, with a very alight admixture 
of tho men of other nations and raoee, try- 
ing to work out their earthly salvation 
under conditions differhig in many respects 
from those under which the people 
of the Old Country are trying to 
solve the great problema of tho ago, aooial 
and political. Thiu seems to have been tho 
idea uppermost in the mind of an editorial 
writer of the Times when he penned tho 
following sentences, which were considered 
of BuCSoient importance to be transmitted 
by tologroph to this side of tho Atlantic : 

It aeema manifest that of the large 
problems on tho succoesful solution of which 
the future of the British Empire will do- 
jpend, there aro very few which are not 
more or loss directly illuntratod by Canadian 
exporionoo, and tl;o probable solution that 
Canada will find whether for good or evil 
will largely affoet t'lo organic structure of tho 
Empire. It is certain chat tho inllaonco of 
'Canada on the internalioual relations of 
<Sreat Britnin and tho United States 
has tended more than anything else 
to a peaceful settlement by arhitration 
v6f .questions which, under less favorable con- 



ditions, might have proved intractable to 
diplomacy. It ia not, perhaps, altogether 
fanciful to Burmiss tho beneficent results 
aobievsd.' In this .4iieoUan!i' Possibly they 
will be the germ of future developments 
almost too vast^ and far reaching for the 
political imagination qf living men to con- 
ceive. What may be the futuire of Canada's 
relations to the United' States, on-; the one 
hand, and to Great Britain on the other, no 
man can yet say ; bub none can doubt that 
the problem hero propouuded ia big with 
the fate of untold generations. 

'Very few in Canada who are trying to 
surmount the diflicultiea that lie before them 
as best they may, and to solve the problems 
that one after the other present themselves; 
have any Idea of the importance of the work 
thoy are doing or how much depdhds on their 
aucoesB or their failure. If wo in this Now 
World are happy enough to Bud a way out 
of tho maze in whiph tho thinkers and the 
workers of the older countries seem to be 
just now, hopelessly wandering, we will do 
tho whole world a service the value of wUiub 
it is impossible just now to conceive. If, for 
instancj, wo can domouatrate that nations 
having difFerent intorcats and dilTerent forms 
of governmont, can live side by side in- 
dependently and in unbroken friendship, 
without armies or fleets or fortifications, 
which are such a terrible menace to the na- 
tions of tho Old World and suoh a heavy bur- 
den for its peoples to carry, will wo not 
have not an ex implo which, if followed, must 
olfeot changes in the civilized world ol in- 
ciloulable beneticeuoo '.' To liolp to free the 
nations of the earth from the curse of war 
and to life from their shoulders the intoler- 
able burdens of tho prepurationa for war, is 
a mission so good, bo g.f-eat and so glorious 
that any nation in the world should bo 
proud lo be chosen lo carry it out. There 
aro other problems, too, social and indua- 
trisl, which Canada, whether its inhabit- 
ants are conscious of it or not, must help to 
solve. 'When the Times writer aorioualy 
considered the 'position that Canada occu- 
pies, wo aro not ut all surprised to see that 
he was profoundly impressed with tho iiii- 
portance of tho work which its people have 
to do. 



shire. If, as ia alleged, the people, both 
Euglish-speaking and Welsh-speaking, are 
dispond.to retaini>lto>^he Anglioan Church, 
disesfabiishment 'wbuid, it might be sup- 
posed, rather strengthen that tendency 
than weaken it. When all churches aro on 
a perfect level in that country the prejudice 
against tho Episcopal Chiirch will be no 
doubt greatly weakened, and those who are 
laboring to increase its members and 
strengthen its influence will find many of 
their difiicultiea disappear. Those who be- 
liovo that religion does not need tho crutch 
of State aid to support it will not be by any 
means ineonsolable when the Church in 
Wales is disestablished.

DISESTABLISBMBNT . IN WALES. 

The disestablishment of the ohuroh in 
Wales now seems to be a foregone conolu- 
slon. It does not appear at present that 

anything can avert it, and there ar^^ very 
many both in Great Britain and America 
who aro of opinion that it ia a change that 
ought not to bo averted. It ia beirg proved 
in many English-speaking countries that 
the oonneotion between Charoh and State 
is not by any means essential to the exist- 
ence or the progress of religion in a nation. 
It has been shown in this Dominion and 
elEotrhere that a free church can exist and 
flourish in a free state. Those, therefore, 
who look upon the diaestablisbment of 
the Chnroh of England in Wales as 
detrimental to the cause of religion or 
even as injurious to the interests of that 
Church, may live to find themselves very 
agreeably dtsappointod. 

The most telling argument in favor of tho 
disestablishment of tba Church in Wales is 
that it is the ohuroh of the minority of its 
inhabitants, and that therefore it is not fair 
to allow it to remain the established ohuroh 
of lliu country. It ia not, however, ad- 
mitted by everyone that tho mnjority of 
the inhj^bitants of Wales aro really opposed 
to the Church of England. The opponents 
of disestablishment maintain that the dis- 
sent in Wales is more apparent than real, 
that the people aro in their hearts attached 
to tho Church of Ivigland, that that Church 
is gaining ground in the country every year, 
that virulent oppoaitioa to tho Eitablished 
Church has almost disappeared, and that in 
the oonrseof a few years the great bulk of 
the population will be back in the bosom cf the 
church of their fathers. This is vehemently 
denied by the advocates of disestablishment, 
who point to the fact that thirty-one out of 
tho thirty-four menibera who were at tho 
last general election returned for Wales 
and Monmouthshire, were pledged to 
the hilt to vote for the saverance of the 
Church and State in Walen. Thia, it must 
be admitted, ahows an extraordinary unani- 
mity in favor of dieeetablishmont. 
It wuQ, wu are tolii, admitted 
by tho leader of the Conservativo 
party thdt the election in Wales turned 
almost exclusively upon the Church ques- 
tion. 

An analysis ot the Welsh vote shows that 
tho majority in favor of diaeatabliehment, 
though not nearly so great aa is ohown by 
the number of members returned, is still a 
very large one. The Conservative vote 
which was opposed to disestablishment nnm- 
bored 1-14, 3S'2, while tho Liberal vote was 
L','M.t)21. This gives a majority of OO.i'lO 
out of a total vote of 379,003. Thia it will 
liuvo to be allowed is a very considerable 
majority. 

If the number of oommunioants is taken 
to show the relative strength of the Churcb- 
nien and Non-conformists in Wales 
it ia proved that tho Non-con- 
formiata aro by far the stronger body. 
According to a calculation mado by Mr. 
Thomas Darlington in the May number of 
the Contemporary Review, the number of 
Church oommunioants in thO four diooeses 
of Wales is 117,900, while that 
of the oommnnicants of the Non- 
conformist churches, as nearly as 
can be ascertained with accuracy, is 387,- 
571- In this estimate Homan Catholics, 
Scotch Presbyterians, Plymouth Brethren, 
Quakers, Salvationists, and Unitsrians aro 
not included. Vfe -And . by Whtttaker'a 
Almanac that the nnmber of oommunioants 
in tho Welsh Calvlnistio Methodist Asso- 
ciation alone is 130,0.') 1, and the aggregate 
of the congregations of the denomination is 
290,788, and that the Suodny school schol- 
ars and teachers number 19ii,80i3. 

When ihe above figures ore taken into 
onsideration it is, we think, pretty safe to 
conclude that tho Church of England ia the 
ohurch of the minority in tlio Principality 
of Wales and the County of Monmouth-

Captain Larson, master of the ill-fated 
aealing schooner Undaunted, which was 
wrecked oil Coppor river, Alaska, last 
March, ia still at Nanaimo, whence be will 
proceed direct to San Franolsco to oolleot 
the insurance of $2,000 on his lost vessel 
The crow of eighteen, all told, are alao 
bound for California, where sovcrol of them 
will enter the hospital immediately upon 
arrival. Sufferings such as they have just 
paaaod through are not over in a day, and it 
is doubtful if oven months of careful nursing 
will restore the dlatreaaed aoamen to tho 
hardihood and vigor of which they were the 
possessors when they set out upon their 
memorable expedition. Captain Larson 
speaks and acta aa one still In a dream, and 
it is difficult to get " details " from him 
even now, after weeks of hospitable care 
have restored him to something of his former 
self. 

" What can I say," he in tarn aaked the 
Colonist's Nanaimo correspondent yester- 
day, " how can anyone describe what we 
passed through out on that desolate sea of 
Starvation — death from the cold — 
destruction by the sea— dangers in a c'r z^n 
other forms with us every moment. Cun a 
man make anyone understand what we've 
come through by talking about it V " 

" Tho Undaunted loft Kodiak on Febru- 
ary 22 on a hunting and sealing trip. 
With the view of picking up an e.-.tra 
hunter a call waa made at Kyuk island. 
Anchor was dropped on tho lee side of the 
inland about G o'clock on the ovoniug of 
Murch 5. That niijht a terrible storm 
aroBO, and by 2 o'clock in the morning the 
anchor chains had parted. It was onow- 
ing hard at the time, and tho vessel was 
drifting out from shore in a south-westerly 
direction. 

" At 4 p.m. tho wind dropped and a dead 
calm set in, but by that time a frightful sea 
waa running. Tno chain waa hauled in and 
double sails set. Towurdo night a light 
breeze sprang up, and tho vessel was • able 
to make about a mile un hour in a northerly 
direction with her head to the swell. About 
midnight the man at the wheel sang out 
that there waa an ugly ground awell com- 
ing, and at once an effort was made to wear 
round the ship. Then tho fore-boom broke, 
and before anything could be dono the 
breakers were washing over her. 

" No craft that ever carried sail could 
have made headway against those breakers, 
and with ovary wave she was washed nearer 
inshore. It waa jaet about one oolock in 
tho morning of the 7tb when she got among 
the drift ice and bergs, and a few minutes 
later she fetched up against a huge ioe floe. 
The wreck was soon compete. She waa 
plohed in a white vice, and the breakera 
dashed her high up on the floe, at tfae same 
time piling on deck showers of drift ice 
which quickly battered her to pieces. 

" With tho greatest difflqulty the crew 
collected together some of 'their clothing 
and the remaina of tho ship's boats, and 
clambered up on the ico-floe, tho only place 
of even temporary refuge available. Next 
day with tho sails from the mainmast, which 
luckily fell on the iloo, and fragments of 
wreckage, a rudo cabin waa rigged up aa a 
partial protection from the terrible cold. 

" Tho breakers prevented any of the stores 
from being T7aahod far away, so that wo 
v^oreable to got together a fair stock of pro- 
viaions. Then for cloao on a month our 
crew, numbering three whites and fifteen 
Creoles, lived on that little piece 
of ico. Have you over been in tho Arctic in 
early March ? No ; then you don't know 
what cold ia — cold that goea right to the 
bonea and into them. I've had ten years' 
cruising in Alaskan watora, but I never 
tasted suffering before. We had no water, 
and the snow we molten to drink froze 
almoat as we wore lifiingthepot from tho 
fire. 

" On April H the fioo wo were on showed 
signs of breaking up — the ice all around 
waa crashing and grinding till it seemed aa 
if all the cannon in two navies were turned 
loose — and we had to tako a chance that 
never would have auggeated itself to really 
sane men. As a forlorn hope, we bundled the 
whole party into the theehip'ahoata, patched 
up .IS well as we oould patch tfaom.but which 
were no betttrr than paper bhella among that 
ice. We thought) we had one chance in 
about one hundred to get to Kewtchech 
island, and providentially the wind and 
weather stood us good and we reached there 
all alivQ. Wo were, however, tho moat 
wretched mortals ever received into comfort- 
able <|uartera. 

"At Newtolicch island is aituated tho 
Alaska Commercial Company's trading 
station, and tlioro wo were hoapitably en- 
tertained until the first of thia month, 
when wo were given passage to Kodiak; 
we wouldn't havo been able to travel any 
oooner any way." 

Ciptain Larson is an old reaiJent of 
Aluaka, and dining tho post ton years haa 
sailed over the very apot where hia achooner 
came to grief aoorea if not hundreds of 
times. It waa right on tho regular course 
between Kyak and Newtchech islands, and 
drift ico is seldom encountered there, oven 
so early in tho season as In March.

London, May 19. — Parlia nient will re 
sumo its aittinga on Monday under the 
ahadow of dissolution. Sir William Har- 
court, the Governmont loader in the Houae, 
has Informed the leader of the McCartbyito 
section of the Irish party that the general 
election will probably take place in July, 
and other Liberal authorities have conveyed 
a similar intimation. Mr. Richard Hal- 
dane, M. P., who ia Lord Roao- 
bery's factotum, in o speech to hia 
constituenta to-day alao predicted an early 
dissolution and added that in his opinion it 
ought to have occurred ere now in order to 
have tho election of auoh a msjarity aa 
would stamp unmistsltably the aeslre of 
I he country to push Government- measures 
without further hindrance. While tho

not one of the beat informed of the mem- 
bora of the Liberal party knows whether or 
not the Governmont will attempt to carry 
tho clauses of tho budget, tho rcgiatration 
bill and tho evicted tenants bill before ap- 
pealing to tho country. Indeed, the miuia- 
tore themaulvea do not know. If tho pres- 
ent feeble majority would persistently ad- 
hero to the Governmont tho aosaion would 
bo prolonged until all of tho Important 
bllla, including tho meaauro for tho 
diaeatabliahment of tho church of Wales 
would bo paeaed by the House of Commons 
and sent up to the Houao of Lords for re- 
jection, but tho poaaibility of defeat 
lurks in every proposal submitted by 
the Government to the popular legia- 
lative body. An electoral struggle 
may he precipitated at any moment 
and all that the miniatera can do is to wait 
and prepare for It. The coming anti- 
Lords conference In Leeds will sound 
the trumpet of battle. Tho cab- 
inet are resolved to make tho 
question ef the survival of the Houae of 
Lords, as it is at present consti- 
tuted, the first phnk in their eleo- 
tlon programme. This aasuranoe has 
oatised the National Liberal Federation 
to take action to obtain from all the oonstl- 
tucnoles picked delegates to tho oonferenoe. 
Several members of the Cabinet have very 
roluqfantly given their aseeut to the adop- 
tion of a bold and determined policy in op- 
position to the House of Lords, but the 
majority of the ministers are thoroughly con-

unless tho Upper House la controlled and 
those gentlemen aro heartily en rapport 
with the popular feeling.

■ The Government of Canada lent to the 
Grand Trunk something over $16,000,000, 

which with iutqreat now amounts to over 
§25,000,000, tho Intercolonial Riiilway 
cost about $55,000,000, tho Prince Ed- 
ward Island about §3,750,000, the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Branches about §03,600,- 
000, the Canada Central about §1,525,000, 
other railways aboiit §7,000,000; which 
up to end of 1892 amounted to $165,775, 
000; the Canals have cost over $70,000, 
000; Public- Works $50,000,000, total 
«275,7y5,000. Of thissum$19O,0OO,000i8 
credited'' or rather debited to Capital ac- 
count since Confederation. 

When we add to this vast sum what 
was spent for steamship subsidies and in 
other ways intended to develop tho latent 
resources of half a continent and for tho 
purpose, as ono writer exproased it, of 
overcoming tha physical biirriors to com- 
munication and of welding a series of dis- 
Gonusoted provinces into a compact 
whole, we can best appreciate the wisdom 
of a policy of expenditure which, though 
ic brought the gross debt- of Can- 
ada from §03,000,000 in ISGT, to §295, 
000,000 in 18'.)-2, and tho not debt from 
§76,000,000 to §241,000,000 in tho same 
time, or in other words was trebled in 
twenty-five years ; ou the other hand it 
trebled tho assets, and advanced tlio cre- 
dit of tho country, so that while tho debt 
trebled the amount of interest only about 
doubled and the net rate of interest was 
reduced from 4.51 to 2.93. 

The consequence of this was an expan- 
sion of trade, which, for its steady an4 
substantial chataeter, is unrivalled by 
comparison. The total trade in 1867 
$130,000,000, in 1892 it was $240,000,000, 
and to- day the trade of Canada has over- 
topped its record " and this despite tho 
fact that universal depression has reigned 
for a recent period during which tlie 
trade of nearly every other country has 
seriously diminished. 

Revenue rose from §14,000,000 in 18C8 
to §;!7,000,000 in 1892. 

Canada in ' that time has spanned the 
continent with a railway and provided a 
net-work of railways for the people. She 
has ■ created the most gigantic system of 
canals in the world ; and she has estab 
lished steamship lines, diverting trade of 
the world through her territory and,opon- 
inw up vast possibilities for her future in 
this respect. 

All of this has been accomplished as 
the result of a wise and statesmanlike 
and far-seeing policy of public expendi 
ture. Canada has sown liberally that 
she might reap plentifully. 

Her public debt, now that she has 
practically completed those greac public 
works of necessity, has reached a point of 
equilibrium from . which it will recede, 
while her sources of revenue will expand 
more and moro rapidly as the problem of 
development works itself out more and 
more fully. 

The circumstances which afl'ected Cim- 
ada in a largo way affect British Colum- 
bia in a proportionately smaller way, 
only that tho physical conditions- -of 
natural barriers to development— are 
more pronounced in the latter case. 
British Columbia has, comparatively 
speaking, a harder problem of success to 
solve, and therefore the moral of the con- 
ditions and events out of which wore 
evolved great results in Canada, applied 
with greater force in this Province. 

In proportion to our means and popu- 
lations, British Columbia has a greater 
task in order to meet the re(|uiremonta of 
development than Canada had. The ex- 
tensive area of country, the long distances 
intervening between settlements, the 
rugged exterior of tho Province and the 
many other well known obstacles co sur- 
mount in the way of communication, all 
render the expenditure of large sums of 
money fth«,olutely necessary to effect the 
desired ends— Settlement, intercommuni- 
cation and development of industry. ]f 
it wore not known that the Province was 
abundant in resources from end to end, 
the Government would not be justified in 
entering upon a policy of opening it up. 
But, our great varied riclies conceded, to 
reach and develop them, we must have 
railways, roads, bridges, schools and all 
other facilities which modern require- 
nlents demand. 

We must stop or go ahead. 

To go ahead means money. 
Above all the necessity of this now 
country is railways. In a counti-y whore 
railway construction is difiicult, popula- 
tion small, homo trade limited, and re- 
turns largely in the future, capital will 
not unaided undertake what we have not 
Bulticient , faith to undertake ourselves. 
In no coiiui;ry has investment in railways 
proved fairly romunerativo. Experience 
extending over a number of years has 
proved this. Only India and Germany, 
wifcQdensepopulat;pnB,gan earn overoper 
cent, in capital, the average being 3^ per 
cent. There are thirteen countries earning 
bVdr (he average and eleven less than the 



average. What, then, may be' expected 
in British Columbia 1 In the United 
Kingdom; the interest on railway .capital 
has varied in thirty-five years from 3.7 
per cent, to 4.1 per cent., ard- that with 
a population of 35,000,000. 

There is only ono course open ill order 
to secure and advance railways, and that 
is to assume burdens of debt and look 
for indirect returns in tho increase of 
revenue and population. 

.!E!rom all parts of tho Province come 
demands for expenditure in ev^ry form. 
No member of Parliament, Oppiisitlon or 
supporter, has ever opposed tho Govern- 
ment for expenditure in his own district. 
On tho other hand, each representative 
has complained that his particular district 
has been unjustly dealt with. 

Yet, when the aggregate of expenditure 
comes to be considered, those in Opposi- 
tion assort that the country is going to 
the do^s''hebause FSvifiaS'dooa not keep 
pace with expenditure, 

No one with reason and common sense 
can maintain that at the present stage 
such a thing is possible. Tho Govern 
mont borrowed money with tlio assent of 
Parliament, and the country depends on 
works of development. That money has 
been expended and is being expended for 
the purposes for which it was voted and 
intended and the country is benefiting by 
it. 

Wo have the direct and unmistakable 
results nf it in two particular instance!.. 
Take West Kootenay and Ydle. Five 
years ago West Kootenay was a wilderness, 
when Nelson and Kaslo and all the rest 
of the aspiring-towns there were unknown 
tind unthoughtof. There was practically 
no communication into it. To-day wo 
find six or seven v.'ell established lines of 
communication, with several more imnie 
diatoly in prospect. We find a number 
of budding and promising towns and a 
rapidly growing and sturdy population of 
about 10,000, numerous mining camps, 
large quantities of ore beipg shipped and 
all the evidences of a growing community, 
with prospects of being second to none in 
importance in tho Province. Such pro- 
gress is phenomenal even in the West, 
and was not possible without large ex- 
penditures from the Provincial Treasury, 
which is reaping in return substiintial 
revenues from that district. Had the 
(lovernment stopped to consider the bal- 
ancing of revenue and expenditure West 
Kootenay would have been, compara- 
tively speaking, a wilderness to-day. 

In Yale we find a similar illustration of 
this poli^. of expenditure. Without the 
ShuBwap & Okanagan railway it would 
have been still entered by stage coaches. 
As it 13, tho people of Britisii Columbia 
point with pride to tlie valley, of the 
Okanagan, just now through raihvay and 
steamboat facilitios entering upsn a 
period of great development. 

When we consider the stimulating 
ofi'ects of railways in these districts and 
in regard to Vancouver, Victoria, West- 
minster and Nanaimo during the past five 
or six years, we may easily judge of what 
the projected enterprises in regard to 
Chilliwack, Delta, Nicola, Cariboo, and 
so on, will produce. 

The Oovornnient, of course, cannot 
proceed to do anything at once. It has 
evidenced the willingness to do all it can 
and as fast as it can. There is the mean 
between undue a;id lavish expenditure 
and parsimony to observe, and this it has 
carefully endeavored to do. 

There have been besides railwnys and 
roads and bri'^ges to build many otlior 
wants to take into consideration, judicial 
administration, hospitals, asylums acd 
the promotion of the agricultural inter- 
ests in various ways, mining, etc., and 
the administration of public service, bo- 
sides the duty of educating tho young, in 
which the Province has expended very 
large amounts. 

The conservation, protection and pro 
motion of all those interests the fiovern 
ment has endeavored to consider and 
still keep the revenue and expenditure 
within reasonable bounds. With all this 
the debt has not much ' exceeded the 
limits of that of one or tnro of the leading 
cities of the Province. 

If the Government and tho people have 
faith in tho future of this Ptovince, they 
must stake on its future. It must follow 
out a liberal and judicious policy of de- 
velopment and trust to the results of such 
a policy in making tho Province richer 
and greater in return. We are all here 
because wo aro sanguine of the future. 
If wo do not believe that what is neces- 
sary to accomplish our hopes is feasible 
and possible, then we had better orgahizo 
a general exodus. 

it the people of the Province are not 
to be inspired by tho example and success 
jo( tho Dominion in carrying out tho 
greatest system of jjublic works in propor- 
tion to tlio population tho world over 
knew, and in tho face of tremendous 
financial and physical difficulties, tlion 
there is but ono of two conclusions to 
arrive at : either that the Province is not 
worthy of tho efi'ort or that tho people 
are nut worthy of the Province,

Some ,S20,00() to Be Spent At Onco 
iu British Colambia 
Work. 

The forces of the Salvation Army are be- 
ing marshalled tor a more determined at- 
tack on the oitadels of sin in British Colum- 
bia. Commandant Booth has perfected the 
first portions of a scheme, or rather series 
of schemes, for puahing the work of the 
army in Canada, which will involve the out- 
lay of about $130,000. Ihls sum it is pro- 
posed to spend in the erection of " working- 
moa'a castles," "prison gate homes," "in- 
dustrial wood yards," now "rescue homes," 
a " social farm," and a "ealvation navy." 

In the selection of territory for tho estab- 
lishment of these works, thia section has re- 
oaivcd especial attention. Already in Na- 
naimo a start has been made with a bar- 
racks, the building and site of which coat 
over SG.OOO. The next atop will bo the 
oBtablishiront of a " workiugmen'e caatlo " 
in Vancouver. Tho idea of thia " castle " 
will bo to provide clean and oonifortable 
l<jdging8,and substantial, well-cookodfood,ut 
such rates as will be well within tho reach 
of the common laborer. Thia " oaatle " will 
dillrtr materially from tho ordinary "shel- 
ter " in that each man will have 
a recess to himself, with trunks for 
hia clothirg, and lockers for hia various 
belongings. An ample supply of good liter- 
ature in a well-lighted reading room, and a 
bath room and lavatory fitted with all the 
modern appliaccoa, will be included in tho 
list of attruotioDa, not the least of which 
will bo an opportunity, to those who desire, 
to attend nightly salvation meetinga in the 
hall, A suitable building has already been 
olfered tor this purpose, and the present in- 
dications are that the "castle" will be in 
working order by the time the General ar- 
rives on his grand roundp, next sammer. 

Nor ia Victoria to be neglected in the 
general schemo. In speaking of this city 
and the looal work the Commandant re- 
marks : 

" When, during my last visit, I stood ad- 
dressing those brave, loyal soldiers and 
friends, I felt the hour had come for their 
Commissioner to lead them forth to a ' land 
or place of their own,' favored with the 
peculiar advantogea of Salvation Army 
architecture and doaign, iu a good place, 
whero henceforth they might aiug, pray, 
get souls saved, and continue to 
take up their splendid eollectiona ' under 
their own vino and fig tree,' I oiUed 
the soldiers together and told them I was 
prepared for action if they were, And so 
tho first step was decided upon, viz : to 
secure a site in the centre of the city where 
wo shall always be sure of making ouraelvea 
heard and seen. I spent a good many hours 
in tramping tho place, saw all there was to 
ace, and finally selected a lot which will 
suit ua admirably. The price is §5,000. Tho 
corps ia to buy the land, and then I am to 
oommenco building operations. The whole 
sohome will likely coat §12,000. Tho land 
will be dedicated in connection with the 
General's visit," 

No efTort will bo spared to raise the re- 
mainder of the funds necessary to carry this 
work to completion, A meeting to consider 
ways and means will be held at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. Those who are beat posted 
say that despite the hard times they have no 
doubt of nltimate sucoess. 

If the work as now projaoted is carried 
out it means the outlay of some $20,000 in 
British jColumbia during the comiog season,

1. Tho Hawkors and Peddlers Numbering 
By-law.

Fast Time Developed Uuder Trial—

After a five months' cruiao along tho west 
coast of South Americi, H. M.S. Royal 
Arthur, flagship of tho Pacifio squadron, 
steamed into B«quimalt harbor about noon 
yesterday. The trip while a pleasant one 
for all on board was devoid of unusual inci- 
dents. On the down trip the first stop was 
made at Santa Barbara. Then after touch- 
ing at Santa Monica and San Diego, the 
veaael proceeded to Magdaline buy, where 
an extensive torpedo and gunnery practice 
was indulged in. From this point the 
voyago continued south aa far as Val- 
p ruiso, tho various Mexican and South 
American ports on tho way each receiving 
a brief visit. At Coquimbo a report of small- 
pox cutolT shore leave and created a brisk 
demand for "points." The general health 
on tho trip was excellent, however, as only 
acme ten casoi were reported for the voyago 
out of over GOO men. These wero for the 
most part mild fevers and similar ailments 
common to the tropics. The climate was a 
decided contrast to the local ono, tho ther- 
mometer at one period reglatering 98 de- 
grees 'tween docks. At Callao it was found 
that tho excitement over ;be threat of the 
Peruvian army to force Casoares, their cm- 
didate for the presidency, on the people had 
shout subsided, and from present icdica- 
tions S9 further ditSonlty i« to. be antici- 
pated. ' 

U.M.S. Garnet was passed at Gailao on 
her way to Eengland. She reported a 
eevere storm off the Mexioan ooaat ; no 
serious dan.age was done, though ono or two 
narrow escapes resolted; From- CalUo 
down to Ccquimbo a trial trip 
was made for tho purpose of 
securing a speed test. Tho average 
showed H),J| knots per hour with an ordinary 
draft. \\ ith a forced draft tho Royal 
Arthur ia able to do much hotter than thia. 
Tho Hyacinth ia expected in a few daya. 
.She will probably be relieved from patrol 
duty by tho Champion, which is also ex 
pected in a short time. Nothing definite 
could bo learned, but there ia a rumor on 
board the Royal Arthur that eho will pro- 
ceed North in a short time for tho purpose 
of sizing up tho aituation. Tho only objec- 
tion roiaed is that, with a vessel of tho draft 
of the Royal Arthur, navigation in tho in- 
completely surveyed watera of the North 
would be exceedingly dangeroua. 

THE " A.N'NIE 0, .^lOORE " HO.ME. 

Another schooner ortlerod home from the 
Coast scaling grounda by H.M.S. Hyacinth, 
arrived in port yesterday afternoon with a 
catch of liOi) aUiua. She is tho Annie C.
